WASHINGTON (AP) — Rep. 
Matt Gaetz said Sunday 
he will try to remove House 
Speaker Kevin McCarthy, 
a fellow Republican, from 
his leadership position this 
week after McCarthy relied 
on Democratic support to 
pass legislation that avoided 
a government shutdown. 
“Bring it on,” McCarthy re- 
sponded. Gaetz, a longtime 
McCarthy nemesis, said in 
broadcast interviews that 
McCarthy was in “brazen, 
material breach” of agree- 
ments he made with House 
Republicans 
in 
January 
when he ran for speaker. 
As a result, Gaetz said he 
would be filing a “ motion to 
vacate the chair,” as House 
rules permit.

McCarthy’s response: “So be 
it. Bring it on. Let’s get over 
with it and let’s start govern- 
ing.” 
No speaker has ever been 
removed from office through 
such a move. Procedural 
votes could be offered to 
halt the motion or it could 
trigger a House floor vote on 


whether McCarthy, R-Calif., 
should remain speaker. 
“I think we need to rip off the 
Band-Aid,” said Gaetz, R-Fla. 
“I think we need to move on 
with new leadership that can 
be trustworthy.” 
Republicans just ended a 
tumultuous week in which 
Congress flirted with a gov- 
ernment closure and the 
majority party in the House 


could not even pass its own 
bill in an effort to avoid a 
shutdown. Many GOP law- 
makers 
complained 
the 
House waited too long to 
take up annual spending 
bills, squandering an oppor- 
tunity to force the Senate to 
negotiate on spending and 
policy priorities. 
McCarthy has consistently 
worked to placate the con- 


servative wing of his confer- 
ence during his nearly nine 
months on the job. Last 
month, he launched an 
impeachment inquiry into 
President Joe Biden with- 
out a House vote, though 
the speaker had in the past 
said the failure to have such 
a vote created a process 
devoid of legitimacy. McCa- 
rthy also has pushed spend- 
ing levels for next year that 
are far below the caps he 
agreed to with Biden on a 
deal to extend the nation’s 
debt ceiling so that the gov- 
ernment could pay its bills. 
On Friday, he brought a 
short-term plan to fund the 
government that would en- 
act steep spending cuts of 
nearly 30% for many agen- 
cies and strict border secu- 
rity provisions. But that was 
deemed insufficient by some 
Republicans, and 21 joined 
with every Democrat in vot- 
ing against the package. 
McCarthy pivoted on Satur- 
day to a bill that would draw 
Democratic support. It keeps 
agencies funded at current 
levels into mid-November 
and provides $16 billion in 
disaster relief for states and 
communities dealing with 
hurricanes and other natural 


disasters. Democrats jumped 
at the chance to keep the 
government open and both 
chambers passed the bill by 
overwhelming margins. 
Gaetz had threatened to file 
his ouster motion if McCarthy 
worked with Democrats and 
he said the spending pack- 
age blew past spending 
guardrails that McCarthy 
had agreed to previously. 
McCarthy has the support of 
a large majority of House Re- 
publicans, but because the 
GOP holds such a slim 221- 
212 majority, he may need 
votes from some Democrats 
to keep his job. When asked 
how many Republicans he 
had on board, Gaetz said 
he had enough to ensure 
that if McCarthy retains the 
speakership he would “be 
serving at the pleasure of the 
Democrats.” 
Democratic Rep. Alexandria 
Ocasio-Cortez of New York 
said she would vote to oust 
McCarthy as speaker if such 
a vote occurs, calling him 
a “weak speaker” who had 
“lost control of his caucus.” 
But she also left open the 
opportunity for negotiations, 
saying that if there is Demo- 
cratic support for McCarthy, 
it would come at a price.q

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Jimmy Carter turns 99 at home with Rosalynn and other family as 
tributes come from around the world

ATLANTA (AP) — Jimmy 
Carter has always been 
a man of discipline and 
habit. But the former presi- 
dent broke routine Sunday, 
putting off his practice of 
quietly watching church 
services online to instead 
celebrate his 99th birthday 
with his wife, Rosalynn, and 
their children, grandchil- 
dren and great-grandchil- 
dren in Plains. 
The gathering took place 
in the same one-story struc- 
ture where the Carters lived 
before he was first elected 
to the Georgia Senate in 
1962. As tributes poured 
in from around the world, 
it was an opportunity for 
Carter's family to honor his 
personal legacy. 
"The remarkable piece to 
me and I think to my family 
is that while my grandpar- 
ents have accomplished 
so much, they have really 
remained the same sort of 
South Georgia couple that 
lives in a 600-person village 
where they were born," 
said grandson Jason Cart- 
er, who chairs the board at 
The Carter Center, which 
his grandparents founded 
in 1982 after leaving the 
White House a year earlier. 
Despite being global fig- 
ures, the younger Carter 
said his grandparents have 
always "made it easy for us, 
as a family, to be as normal 
as we can be." 
At The Carter Center in At- 
lanta, meanwhile, 99 new 
American 
citizens, 
who 
came from 45 countries, 
took the oath of allegiance 
as part of a naturalization 
ceremony timed for the for- 
mer president's birthday. 
"This is so impressive, and I'm 
so happy for it to be here," 
said Tania Martinez after 
the ceremony. A 53-year- 
old nurse in Roswell, Marti- 
nez was born in Cuba and 
came to the U.S. from Gha- 
na 12 years ago. 
"Now, I will be free forever," 
she said, tears welling. 
Celebrating the longest- 
lived U.S. president this way 
was 
inconceivable 
not 
long ago. The Carters an- 
nounced in February that 
their patriarch was forgoing 


further medical treatments 
and entering home hos- 
pice care after a series of 
hospitalizations. Yet Carter, 
who overcame cancer di- 
agnosed at age 90 and 
learned to walk after hav- 
ing his hip replaced at age 
94, defied all odds again. 
"If Jimmy Carter were a 
tree, he'd be an tower- 
ing, old Southern oak," said 
Donna Brazile, a former 
Democratic national chair- 
person 
and 
presidential 
campaign manager who 
got her start on Carter's 
campaigns. "He's as good 
as they come and tough as 
they come." 
Jill Stuckey, a longtime 
Plains resident who visits the 
former first couple regu- 
larly, cautioned to "never 
underestimate Jimmy and 
Rosalynn Carter." 
His latest resilience has al- 
lowed Carter a rare privi- 
lege even for presidents: 
He's been able to enjoy 
months of accolades typi- 
cally reserved for when a 
former White House resi- 
dent dies. The latest round 
includes a flood of messag- 
es from world leaders and 
pop culture figures donning 
"Jimmy Carter 99" hats, with 
many of them focusing on 
Carter's four decades of 
global humanitarian work 
after leaving the Oval Of- 
fice. 
Katie Couric, the first wom- 


an to anchor a U.S. tele- 
vision 
network's 
evening 
news broadcast, praised 
Carter in a social media 
video for his "relentless ef- 
fort every day to make the 
world a better place." 
She pointed to Carter's 
work to eradicate Guinea 
worm disease and river 
blindness, while advocat- 
ing for peace and democ- 
racy in scores of countries. 
She noted he has written 32 
books and worked for de- 
cades with Habitat for Hu- 
manity building houses for 
low-income people. 
"Oh, yeah, and you were 
governor of Georgia. And 
did I mention president 
of the United States?" she 
joked. "When are you go- 
ing to stop slacking off?" 
Bill Clinton, the 42nd presi- 
dent and first Democratic 
president 
after 
Carter's 
landslide defeat, showed 
no signs of the chilly re- 
lationship the two fellow 
Southerners once had. 
"Jimmy! Happy birthday," 
Clinton said in his video 
message. "You only get 
to be 99 once. It's been a 
long, good ride, and we 
thank you for your service 
and your friendship and 
the enduring embodiment 
of the American dream." 
Musician Peter Gabriel led 
concertgoers at Madison 
Square Garden in a rendi- 
tion of "Happy Birthday," as 


did the Indigo Girls at a re- 
cent concert. 
In Atlanta, the Carter Li- 
brary & Museum and adja- 
cent Carter Center held a 
weekend of events, includ- 
ing the citizenship ceremo- 
ny. The museum offered 
99-cent admission Satur- 
day. The commemoration 
there was able to continue 
Sunday only because Con- 
gress came to an agree- 
ment to avoid a partial 
government shutdown at 
the start of the federal fis- 
cal year, which coincides 
with Carter's birthday. 
Jason Carter said his grand- 
father has found it "gratify- 
ing" to see reassessments 
of his presidency. Cart- 
er's term often has been 
broad-brushed as a failure 
because of inflation, glob- 
al fuel shortages and the 
holding of American hos- 
tages in Iran, a confluence 
that led to Republican Ron- 
ald Reagan's 1980 romp. 
Yet Carter's focus on diplo- 
macy, his emphasis on the 
environment before the cli- 
mate crisis was widely ac- 
knowledged and his focus 
on efficient government 
— his presidency added 
a relative pittance to the 
national debt — have gar- 
nered second looks from 
historians. 
Indeed, Carter's longevity 
offers a frame to illuminate 
both how much the world 


has changed over his life- 
time while still recognizing 
that certain political and 
societal 
challenges 
en- 
dure. 
The Carter Center's dis- 
ease-eradication work oc- 
curs mostly in developing 
countries. But Jimmy and 
Roslaynn Carter were first 
exposed to river blindness 
growing up surrounded by 
the crushing poverty of the 
rural Deep South during the 
Great Depression. 
The Center's global de- 
mocracy advocacy has 
reached 
countries 
that 
were still part of various Eu- 
ropean empires when Cart- 
er was born in 1924 or were 
under 
heavy 
American 
influence in the decades 
after World War II. Yet in re- 
cent years, Carter has de- 
clared his own country to 
be more of an "oligarchy" 
than a well-functioning de- 
mocracy. And the Center 
has since become involved 
in monitoring and tracking 
U.S. elections. 
Carter 
has 
lived 
long 
enough finally to have a 
genuine friend in the Oval 
Office 
again. 
President 
Joe Biden was a young 
Delaware politician in 1976 
and became the first U.S. 
senator to endorse Carter's 
campaign against better- 
known Washington figures. 
Now, as Biden seeks reelec- 
tion in 2024, he faces the 
headwinds of inflation that 
Republicans openly com- 
pare to Carter's economy. 
Biden had a wooden birth- 
day cake display placed 
on the White House front 
law to honor Carter. 
The year Carter was born, 
Congress passed sweep- 
ing immigration restrictions, 
sharply curtailing Ellis Island 
as a portal to the nation. 
Now, 
the 
naturalization 
ceremony to mark Carter's 
99th birthday comes as 
Washington continues a 
decades-long fight over 
immigration policy.

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Connecticut enacts its most sweeping gun control law since the 
Sandy Hook shooting

HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) — 
Connecticut's most wide- 
ranging gun control mea- 
sure since the 2013 law 
enacted after the Sandy 
Hook Elementary School 
shooting takes effect Sun- 
day, with proponents vow- 
ing to pursue more gun leg- 
islation despite legal chal- 
lenges happening across 
the country. 
The new law, signed by 
Democratic 
Gov. 
Ned 
Lamont in June, bans the 
open carrying of firearms 
and prohibits the sale of 
more than three handguns 
within 30 days to any one 
person, with some excep- 
tions for instructors and 
others. "We will not take a 
break and we cannot stop 
now, and we will continue 
to pass life-saving laws un- 
til we end gun violence in 
Connecticut. Our lives de- 
pend on it," said Jeremy 
Stein, executive director of 
Connecticut Against Gun 
Violence. 
Immediately after it was 
passed, the law was chal- 
lenged in court by gun 
rights supporters. Connecti- 
cut's landmark 2013 gun 
law, passed in response to 
the 2012 elementary school 
shooting in Newtown that 
claimed 26 lives, is also be- 
ing contested in court. 
Besides Connecticut, which 
has some of the strictest 
gun laws in the country, 


other politically liberal-lean- 
ing states including Califor- 
nia, Washington, Colorado 
and Maryland also have 
passed gun laws this year 
that face legal challenges. 
They come in the wake of 
the U.S. Supreme Court last 
year expanding gun rights. 
California Gov. Gavin New- 
som last week signed near- 
ly two dozen gun control 
measures, including laws 
banning 
firearms 
being 
carried in most public plac- 
es while doubling taxes on 
guns and ammunition sold 
in the state. He acknowl- 
edged some might not 
survive a legal challenge. 
Last week, a federal judge 


struck down a California 
law banning guns with de- 
tachable magazines that 
carry more than 10 rounds. 
"We feel very strongly that 
these bills meet the (new 
standard), and they were 
drafted accordingly," New- 
som said. "But I'm not naive 
about the recklessness of 
the federal courts and the 
ideological agenda." 
About 150 gun rights activ- 
ists held a rally outside the 
state Capitol on Saturday, 
despite the rainy and raw 
weather, to mark the last 
day that carrying a visible 
firearm was legal in Con- 
necticut. But they remain 
hopeful the law will eventu- 


ally be overturned in court, 
arguing it's an infringement 
on Second Amendment 
rights and unnecessary. 
"It is not common in Con- 
necticut to go the grocery 
store and see somebody 
with an exposed firearm. 
Does it happen on rare oc- 
casions? Sure, but it is not a 
problem in our state," Holly 
Sullivan, president of the 
Connecticut Citizens De- 
fense League, told the Wa- 
terbury Republican-Amer- 
ican. She said there were 
already state laws on the 
books that address people 
illegally carrying a weapon 
in public or abusing the 
open carry law. The new 


law also increases bail and 
toughens probation and 
parole for what officials 
called a narrow group of 
people with repeated seri- 
ous gun offenses; expands 
the state's current assault 
weapons 
ban; 
stiffens 
penalties for possession of 
large-capacity magazines; 
expands safe-storage rules 
to include more settings; 
and adds some domestic 
violence crimes to the list of 
disqualifications for having 
a gun. Republican legisla- 
tive leaders, who represent 
the minority party in the 
state General Assembly, 
accused 
Democrats 
of 
bragging about how safe 
Connecticut is because of 
the gun laws when there 
have 
been 
carjackings, 
serious 
property 
crimes 
and other acts of violence. 
House Minority Leader Vin- 
cent Candelora, a Repub- 
lican from North Branford, 
said claims Connecticut 
is one of the safest states 
are a "slap in the face" to 
residents. "Enough with the 
news conferences — Dem- 
ocrats should step away 
from the lectern and tap 
into what's happening in 
their districts," he said in a 
statement. 
State Senate President Pro 
Tempore Martin Looney, a 
Democrat from New Ha- 
ven, called the legislation 
a "very significant initiative" 
but stressed "the battle is 
not over."q

Attorneys for college taken over 
by DeSantis allies threaten to sue 
‘alternate’ school 


SARASOTA, Fla. (AP) — At- 
torneys for New College 
of Florida, the traditionally 
progressive public liberal 


arts college that was taken 
over by allies of Gov. Ron 
DeSantis as part of his "war 
on woke," last week threat- 


ened to sue a group of for- 
mer faculty members and 
students who have formed 
an alternative online insti- 
tute named "Alt New Col- 
lege" after departing the 
school following the take- 
over. 
Alt New College says on 
its website that it was cre- 
ated to teach free and 
subsidized courses and to 
preserve the original edu- 
cational philosophy of the 
school following the "hostile 


takeover" of New College 
of Florida earlier this year. 
"Over time, we hope to 
build an online institute that 
helps protect other com- 
munities facing similar at- 
tacks," the Alt New College 
website said. "What is hap- 
pening at New College of 
Florida is part of a national 
strategy to overtake public 
education and subvert a 
fundamental pillar of de- 
mocracy." 
Among those backing the 


effort are former New Col- 
lege provosts, Bard Col- 
lege in New York and PEN 
America, a free expression 
advocacy group. 
But attorneys for Sarasota, 
Florida-based New College 
said in a letter last Thursday 
that the online institute may 
be violating the school's 
trademark and is likely to 
cause confusion. The at- 
torneys demanded that Alt 
New College stop using the 
"New College" name. q

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Turkey strikes suspected Kurdish militant targets in northern Iraq 
after suicide attack in Ankara

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — 
Turkish warplanes carried 
out airstrikes on suspected 
Kurdish militant targets in 
northern Iraq on Sunday 
following a suicide attack 
on a government building 
in the Turkish capital, Tur- 
key's defense ministry an- 
nounced. 
Some 20 targets of the 
Kurdistan Workers' Party, or 
PKK, were "destroyed" in 
the latest aerial operation, 
including caves, shelters 
and depots, the ministry 
said, adding that a large 
number of PKK operatives 
were "neutralized" in the 
strikes. 
Earlier on Sunday, a suicide 
bomber detonated an ex- 
plosive device near an en- 
trance of the Interior Min- 
istry, wounding two police 
officers. A second assailant 
was killed in a shootout with 
police. 
The PKK, which maintains 
bases 
in 
northern 
Iraq, 
claimed responsibility for 
the suicide bombing, ac- 
cording to a news agency 
close to the rebel group. 
Turkey's Interior Ministry also 
identified one of the assail- 
ants as a member of the 
outlawed group. It said ef- 
forts were still underway to 
identify the second attack- 
er. 
The attack happened hours 
before Turkey's Parliament 
reopened after its three- 


month summer recess with 
an address by President Re- 
cep Tayyip Erdogan. 
The two assailants arrived 
at the scene inside a light 
commercial vehicle, which 
they seized from a veteri- 
narian in the central prov- 
ince of Kayseri, accord- 
ing to the Interior Ministry. 
The pro-government daily 
Sabah reported that they 
shot the man in the head 
and threw his body into 
a ditch by the side of the 
road. They then drove the 
vehicle to Ankara, roughly 
300 kilometers (200 miles) 
away. 
"Our heroic police officers, 
through their intuition, re- 


sisted the terrorists as soon 
as they got out of the ve- 
hicle," Interior Minister Ali 
Yerlikaya 
told 
reporters. 
"One of them blew himself 
up, while the other one was 
shot in the head before he 
had a chance to blow him- 
self up." 
"Our fight against terror- 
ism, their collaborators, the 
(drug) dealers, gangs and 
organized crime organiza- 
tions will continue with de- 
termination," he said. 
Police found plastic explo- 
sives, hand grenades and 
a rocket launcher at the 
scene, a ministry statement 
said. 
Erdogan gave his speech in 


Parliament as planned and 
called the attack "the last 
stand of terrorism." 
"The scoundrels who tar- 
geted the peace and se- 
curity of the citizens could 
not achieve their goals and 
they never will," he said. 
The president reiterated his 
government's aim to cre- 
ate a 30-kilometer (20 mile) 
safe zone along Turkey's 
border with Syria to secure 
its southern border from at- 
tacks. 
Turkey has conducted nu- 
merous 
cross-border 
of- 
fensives against the PKK 
in northern Iraq. It has also 
launched incursions into 
northern Syria since 2016 


to drive away the Islamic 
State group and a Kurdish 
militia group, known by the 
initials YPG, and controls 
swaths of territory in the 
area. 
Turkey views the YPG as an 
extension of the PKK, which 
is listed as a terror group by 
Turkey, the United States 
and the European Union. 
The PKK has waged an in- 
surgency 
against 
Turkey 
since 1984. Tens of thou- 
sands of people have died 
in the conflict. 
Last year, a bomb blast in 
a bustling pedestrian street 
in Istanbul left six people 
dead, including two chil- 
dren. More than 80 oth- 
ers were wounded. Turkey 
blamed the attack on the 
PKK and the YPG. 
Security camera footage 
on Sunday showed the ve- 
hicle stopping in front of 
the Interior Ministry, with a 
man exiting it and rushing 
toward the entrance of the 
building 
before 
blowing 
himself up. A second man 
is seen following him. 
Earlier, television footage 
showed 
bomb 
squads 
working near a vehicle in 
the area, which is located 
near the Turkish Grand Na- 
tional Assembly and other 
government buildings. A 
rocket launcher could be 
seen lying near the vehicle. 
Turkish authorities later im- 
posed a temporary black- 
out on images from the 
scene.q

Germany’s government and Elon Musk spar on X over migrant rescue ships 


BERLIN (AP) — Germany's 
government 
rebuked 
X 
owner Elon Musk after he 
criticized the recent work 
of migrant rescue ships 
that German humanitarian 
groups operate in the Med- 
iterranean Sea. 
Musk late Friday shared 
a video that showed mi- 
grants and aid workers on 
a boat. The right-wing ac- 
count that first put the con- 
tent on X, formerly known 
as Twitter, praised the pop- 
ulist far-right Alternative for 
Germany party, which has 
taken a hard line on migra- 
tion issues. 
"Is 
the 
German 
public 


aware of this?" Musk wrote 
in his repost. 
The German Federal For- 
eign Office replied to Musk 
directly on X, writing: "Yes. 
And it's called saving lives." 
Musk responded that he 
doubted the German pub- 
lic supports the actions of 
non-governmental 
orga- 
nizations that take asylum- 
seekers from unseaworthy 
vessels in the Mediterra- 
nean. He also asserted 
it was "surely" a violation 
of Italy's sovereignty for 
German-operated ships to 
bring rescued migrants to 
Italian territory. 
"So you're actually proud of 


it. Interesting," he wrote to 
the Foreign Office, adding 
that he thinks such mari- 
time operations have "inva- 
sion vibes." 
The exchange comes as 
migration has returned to 
the political forefront in 
Germany and other Euro- 
pean countries, with gov- 
ernment officials and op- 
position politicians sparring 
about how best to handle 
an increasing number of ar- 
riving migrants. 
More than 220,000 people 
applied for asylum in Ger- 
many from January to Au- 
gust this year. In all of 2022, 
about 240,000 people ap- 
plied for asylum. In 2015-16, 
more than 1 million peo- 
ple applied for asylum in 
Germany.q

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U.N. to vote on resolution to authorize one-year deployment of 
armed force to help Haiti fight gangs

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 
— The U.N. Security Council 
is scheduling a vote Mon- 
day on a resolution that 
would authorize a one- 
year deployment of an in- 
ternational force to help 
Haiti quell a surge in gang 
violence and restore secu- 
rity so the troubled Carib- 
bean nation can hold long- 
delayed elections. 
The 
U.S.-drafted 
resolu- 
tion obtained by The As- 
sociated Press on Saturday 
welcomes Kenya's offer to 
lead the multinational se- 
curity force. It makes clear 
this would be a non-U.N. 
force funded by voluntary 
contributions. 
The resolution would autho- 
rize the force for one year, 
with a review after nine 
months. 
The force would be allowed 
to provide operational sup- 
port to Haiti's National Po- 
lice, which is underfunded 
and under resourced, with 
only some 10,000 active of- 
ficers for a country of more 
than 11 million people. 
The resolution says the force 
would help built capacity 
of local police "through the 
planning and conduct of 
joint security support oper- 
ations as it works to counter 
gangs and improve secu- 


rity conditions in Haiti." 
The force would also help 
secure "critical infrastruc- 
ture sites and transit loca- 
tions such as the airport, 
ports, and key intersec- 
tions." Powerful gangs have 
seized control of key roads 
leading from Haiti's capital 
to the country's northern 
and southern regions, dis- 
rupting the transportation 
of food and other goods. 
Passage by the Security 
Council would authorize 
the force to "adopt urgent 
temporary 
measures 
on 


an exceptional basis" to 
prevent the loss of life and 
help police maintain public 
safety. Leaders of the mis- 
sion would be required to 
inform the council on the 
mission's goals, rules of en- 
gagement, financial needs 
and other matters before a 
full deployment. 
A spokesman for Haitian 
Prime Minister Ariel Henry 
said he wasn't aware of the 
resolution or the upcoming 
vote and said the govern- 
ment did not immediately 
have comment. 


The resolution condemns 
"the increasing violence, 
criminal activities, and hu- 
man rights abuses and vio- 
lations which undermine 
the peace, stability, and 
security of Haiti and the 
region, including kidnap- 
pings, sexual and gender- 
based violence, trafficking 
in persons and the smug- 
gling of migrants, homi- 
cides, extrajudicial killings, 
as well as arms smuggling." 
If adopted, it would mark 
the first time a force has 
been deployed to Haiti 


since the U.N. approved a 
stabilization mission in June 
2004 that was marred by a 
sexual abuse scandal and 
the introduction of cholera. 
That mission ended in Oc- 
tober 2017. 
Concerns also have sur- 
rounded the proposed Ke- 
nyan-led mission, with crit- 
ics noting that police in the 
East Africa country have 
long been accused of us- 
ing torture, deadly force 
and other abuses. 
The resolution stresses that 
all those participating in 
the proposed mission must 
take necessary action to 
prevent sexual exploitation 
and abuse as well as vet all 
personnel. It also demands 
swift investigations of any 
allegations of misconduct. 
In addition, the resolution 
warns that those involved 
in the mission must adopt 
wastewater management 
and other environmental 
control to prevent the in- 
troduction and spread of 
water-borne diseases, such 
as cholera. 
It wasn't immediately clear 
how big the force would 
be if approved, although 
Kenya's government has 
previously proposed send- 
ing 1,000 police officers. In 
addition, Jamaica, the Ba- 
hamas, and Antigua and 
Barbuda have pledged to 
send personnel.q

The death toll in a collapsed gold mine 
in Zimbabwe expected to rise to 13, 
vice president says

HARARE, Zimbabwe (AP) — 
The death toll from a shaft 
collapse at a disused gold 
mine in Zimbabwe was ex- 
pected to rise to 13, the 
vice president said, ac- 


cording to state media. 
State-run newspaper The 
Sunday Mail quoted Vice 
President Constantino Chi- 
wenga as saying "we be- 
lieve we have lost about 13" 
in the mine disaster, which 
happened on Friday in the 


gold-rich town of Chegutu, 
about 100 kilometers (60 
miles) west of the capital, 
Harare. 
He said 21 out of 34 min- 
ers believed to be under- 
ground at the time of the 
collapse had been res- 
cued. Eight have been 
confirmed dead, with three 
bodies removed from the 
mine and five located but 
not yet removed, Chiwen- 
ga said. The remaining five 
people 
were 
presumed 
dead. 
Chiwenga 
was 
speaking Saturday at a 


meeting of the ruling ZANU- 
PF party, The Sunday Mail 
reported. Chiwenga said 
the collapse happened at 
a disused German-owned 
mine that had not been 
properly sealed off, al- 
lowing unofficial artisanal 
miners to find their way in 
to search for any deposits 
left over. Incidents of mine 
collapses, often involving 
artisanal miners, are com- 
mon in the southern Afri- 
can country that is rich in 
gold, coal and diamonds. 
Zimbabwe also has Africa's 


largest reserves of lithium, a 
mineral in global demand 
due to its use in electric 
car batteries. Zimbabwe's 
mineral-rich national parks, 
abandoned mines, rivers 
and even towns are often 
swarmed with people, in- 
cluding 
young 
children, 
seeking to find valuable 
deposits. It is one of the few 
economic activities still go- 
ing on in a country that has 
suffered industry closures, a 
currency crisis and high un- 
employment over the past 
two decades. q

Museum of Industry Aruba 
The Museum of Industry is lo- 
cated in San Nicolas—bet- 
ter known as the art capital 
of Aruba. This museum ex- 
hibits the industrial history of 
gold, aloe, phosphate, oil 
and tourism through elabo- 
rated displays and multi- 
media installations. 
The Museum of Industry is 
situated in the Water Tower 
in San Nicolas and narrates 
Aruba's industrial history, 
which began in the 19th 
century. The Water Tower 
was built in 1939 and con- 
sists of three sections: the 
substructure, the high-rising 
vertical shaft, and the tank 
at the top. The Water Tow- 
er was purchased by the 
Monuments Fund in 2003 so 


it can be restored and pre- 
served as one of Aruba's 
monuments. The Museum 
of Industry is part of Aruba 
Museum Foundation (Fun- 
dacion 
Museo 
Aruban), 
which is a foundation set 
to maintain, preserve, and 
protect the Aruban cultural 
sector, history, and nature. 
The museum of Industry is 
open daily from 9 am till 6 
pm.

Archaeological Museum of 
Aruba 
The Archaeological Mu- 
seum of Aruba is located 
at Schelpstraat 42 in down- 
town Oranjestad. The reno- 
vated historic Ecury com- 
plex in the area has been 
transformed from a fam- 
ily home to a modern mu- 
seum that preserves Aru- 
ba’s Amerindian cultural 
heritage. This 21st century 
museum is especially de- 
signed to preserve valu- 
able artifacts dating back 
to the Pre-Ceramic period 
of 2500 BC. 


In the late 1980’s, AMA 
identified its need for an 
adequate housing for its 
collection and activities. 
After studying various op- 
tions, a project proposal 
was drawn up, including 
the acquisition and restora- 
tion of historical buildings in 
downtown Oranjestad. 


These historical buildings 
were formerly the proper- 
ty of the Ecury family. The 
“Ecury Complex”, is a clus- 
ter of single and two-story 
historic 
buildings, 
mainly 
Dutch colonial architec- 
ture from the late 19th and 
20th century on a plot of 
approximately 1.700 m2. 


In 1997, the Aruban Gov- 
ernment bought the com- 
plex for the National Ar- 
chaeological 
Museum 
project. In 2004, a financial 
agreement 
was 
signed 
with the European Devel- 
opment Fund and in 2006, 
restoration and construc- 
tion work began on the 
monumental buildings and 
the soon-to-be exhibition 
space. In December 2007, 
the key to the complex 
was delivered and the mu- 
seum’s employees moved 
to the new location. The 
final design for the exhibit 
was completed in Novem- 
ber 2007 and the perma- 
nent exhibit, financed by 
the Aruban Government 
and the Union of Cultural 
Organizations 
(UNOCA), 
opened in July 2009. 


At the new location, the 
National 
Archaeological 


Museum Aruba disposes of 
approximately 500 m2 for 
its permanent exhibit. This 
exhibit conveys informa- 
tion on the origin and cul- 
ture of the first inhabitants 
of the island through ar- 
chaeological objects and 
modern exhibition tech- 
niques. The new perma- 
nent exhibit gives the visitor 
an insight into the cultures 
that inhabited the island in 
Pre-Historical and Early His- 
torical times. The museum 
also hosts attractive public 
programs, including lec- 
tures, educational projects, 
temporary 
exhibits 
and 
workshops. 


The museum is open dai- 
ly from 9:30 am till 4:30 
pm.

Church, 
the 
Bushiribana 
Gold Mill Ruins and the 
mini natural pool that is lo- 
cated right next to it, you’re 
next up around the north- 
ern coast line must be the 
Natural Bridge. Once the 
largest natural bridge in the 
Caribbean, this bridge has 
been a tourist attraction for 
many years. 


The bridge was formed dur- 


ing thousands of years, cut 
and crafted by the wild 
waves that crash into the 
coral stone walls of the 
coast. Before its collapse, 
this bridge measured 30 
meters in length and 7 me- 
ters in height, making it the 
biggest natural bridge in 
the Caribbean at the time. 
For many years, this site was 
also a frequently visited 
beach, as the bridge had 
a small opening through 
which the water would flow 


into the tiny beach. 


Unfortunately in 2005, the 
bridge collapsed, and the 
little beach dried up. De- 
spite this, this site remained 
a tourist attraction, with 
many visitors walking along 
the coral cliffs of the bridge 
to see the spectacular view 
of the northern coastline 
and the Caribbean Sea. 
Visitors can also still visit the 
souvenir shop on the left of 
the bridge entrance.

(Oranjestad)—Among the 
endless sea of dark brown 
sand and cacti, there are 
two caves hidden in the 
outskirts of San Nicolas, in 
the north-eastern area of 
the island. These caves, 
The Quadiriki cave and The 
Fontein Cave are open to 
visitors of the Arikok Na- 
tional Park, so if you ever 
decide to take an “off- 
road” tour in the park, be 
sure to visit these prehis- 
toric caves…and be sure to 
bring a flashlight! 


Quadirikiri Cave 
Known for its two cham- 
bers accompanied by a 
skylight, the Quadikiri Cave 
is the most popular cave 
among locals and tourists, 
as it is easy to walk through 
and provides great lighting 
for pictures. 


As with all prehistoric or an- 
cient sites, there is always 
a folk legend that adds to 
the lore and mystery of the 
site. The Quadirikiri cave 
is no different. The most 
well-known legend behind 
the cave could be consid- 
ered as Aruba’s first love 
story, as it tells the tale of 
the undying love between 
the chief’s daughter and 
her beloved. As legend 
would have it, the chief 
disapproved of his daugh- 
ter’s choice of lover, as 
he thought him unworthy. 
Stubborn and filled with an- 
ger, the daughter refused 
to turn away her beloved. 


So, the chief decided to 
lock her up in the Quadirikiri 
Cave, in hopes that she 
would soon calm down 
and turn away her lover. 
Her beloved, in turn, was 
locked away in the Tunnel 
of Love (Now known as the 
Huliba Cave). 


Through the pathways un- 
derneath the Tunnel of 
Love running up to the 
Quadiriki cave, the two 
love bird found each other, 
and refused to let each 
other go. Because of their 
stubbornness, 
they 
both 
died in the Quadiriki Cave, 
their ascending spirits burn- 
ing two holes in the ceiling 
of the cave. This is why the 
cave has two holes through 
which 
sunlight 
passes 


through to illuminate the 
chamber. 


Though there have been 
discoveries of Amerindian 
drawing on the wall, these 
have mostly been ruined 
by 
vandalism. 
However, 
the Fontein Cave further 
up north, provides a better 
glimpse in prehistoric Amer- 
indian paintings. 


Fontein Cave 
Longer than the Quadirikiri 
Cave, the Fontein Cave 
contains 
pathways 
that 
stretch to the limestone 
walls further down. Here 
is also where prehistoric 
drawings can be seen. 
Though this cave does not 
have its own legend, this 
was speculated to have 


been 
occupied—or 
at 
least used by prehistoric Ar- 
awak settlers on the island 
for rituals and other spiritual 


ceremonies. 


The Huliba Cave/ Tunnel of 
Love 
The Huliba Cave, formerly 
known as the Tunnel of 
Love, was once open to 
the public, and was the 
biggest and most acces- 
sible of all three caves. This 
cave had five chambers, 
including one that is heart- 
shaped. This cave had nar- 
row stairs that led to long 
pathways deep into the 
cave, with a staircase lead- 
ing to the exit on the other 
side. In one of the cham- 
bers, there used to be the 
carving of the Virgin Mary, 
put there for the protection 
of the cave. 


However, the Huliba Cave 
has 
been 
permanently 
closed for a few years now, 
as a way to preserve the 
bat population that lives 
in the cave. These Long 
Tongue Fruit Bats and In- 
sect Eater Bats are very im- 
portant to the ecosystem of 
the island. Though this cave 
is no longer accessible to 
the public, it surely is inter- 
esting to learn more about 
the history of these caves 
and the Awarak tribes that 
resided or utilized them. 


Do note that these caves 
are very dark, humid, hot, 
and are inhabited by bats. 
Do 
wear 
comfortable 
clothing and shoes, as the 
pathways in these caves 
may be rough and bumpy, 
and don’t forget to bring a 
flashlight!q 
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Federal student loan payments are starting 
again. Here's what you need to know

NEW YORK (AP) — Federal 
student loan borrowers will 
need to start making pay- 
ments again this month af- 
ter a three-year-plus pause 
due to the pandemic. 
You should expect a bill 
that lays out how much 
you have to pay each 
month at least 21 days be- 
fore your due date. It's likely 
that most borrowers have 
received their bill already 
but if you have not, visit 
your loan servicer account. 
Interest started accruing 
again in September. 
If you have student loans 
and haven't made a pay- 
ment in the last three years, 
don't panic. Here's what 
experts recommend: 
WHERE DO I START? 
The first step is to log in to 
your StudentAid.gov ac- 
count and check who 
your loan servicer is. Many 
loan 
servicers 
changed 
during the pandemic, so 
you might have a different 
one than you did back in 
March 2020, said Amy Czu- 
lada, outreach and advo- 
cacy manager at the Stu- 
dent Borrower Protection 
Center. 
Once you know your loan 
servicer, you'll log into your 
account with them to ac- 
cess your student loan bal- 
ance, monthly payment 
amount and interest rate. 
Czulada also recommend- 
ed that you look at which 
type of student loan you 
have, so you know which 
income-driven repayment 
plans you might qualify for. 
Lastly, update your per- 
sonal information in your 
account with your loan 
servicer to make sure you 
receive all important cor- 
respondence. 
HOW DO I KNOW WHAT MY 


PAYMENTS WILL BE? 
Borrowers can find out 
what their monthly stu- 
dent loan payment will be 
on their account with their 
loan servicer. If you don't 
know who your servicer is, 
you can find it by logging 
in your studentaid.gov ac- 
count. 
WHAT IF MY PAYMENTS ARE 
TOO HIGH? 
If you think you'll have a 
hard time making pay- 
ments once they resume, 
you have several options. 
This 
summer, 
President 
Joe Biden announced a 
12-month grace period to 
help borrowers who strug- 
gle after payments restart. 
You can and should make 
payments during the first 12 
months after payments re- 
sume, but if you don't, you 
won't be at risk of default 
and it won't hurt your credit 
score. Interest will accrue 
whether you make pay- 
ments or not. 
Betsy Mayotte, president 
of The Institute of Student 
Loan 
Advisors, 
recom- 
mends that you research if 
you qualify for an income- 
driven 
repayment 
plan. 


Borrowers can use the 
loan-simulator tool at Stu- 
dentAid.gov or the one 
on TISLA's website to find 
a payment plan that best 
fits their needs. The calcu- 
lators tell you what your 
monthly payment would 
be under each available 
plan, as well as your long- 
term costs. 
WHAT'S AN INCOME-DRIV- 
EN REPAYMENT PLAN? 
An income-driven repay- 
ment plan sets your month- 
ly student loan payment at 
an amount that is intended 
to be affordable based on 
your income and family 
size. It takes into account 
different expenses in your 
budget, and most federal 
student loans are eligible 
for at least one of these 
types of plans. 
Generally, your payment 
amount under an income- 
driven repayment plan is a 
percentage of your discre- 
tionary income. If your in- 
come is low enough, your 
payment could be $0 per 
month. Last year, the Biden 
administration announced 
a new income-driven re- 
payment plan. The SAVE 
plan offers some of the 
most lenient terms ever. On 
this plan, interest won't pile 
up as long as borrowers 
make regular payments. 
It's still possible that the 
SAVE plan could face legal 
challenges similar to the 
one that led the Supreme 
Court to strike down Biden's 
proposal for mass student 
loan cancellation.q

Apple says it will fix software problems blamed for 
making iPhone 15 models too hot to handle

Apple is blaming a soft- 
ware bug and other issues 
tied to popular apps such 
as Instagram and Uber 
for causing its recently re- 
leased iPhone 15 models 
to heat up and spark com- 
plaints about becoming 
too hot to handle. 
The Cupertino, California, 
company said Saturday 
that it is working on an up- 
date to the iOS17 system 
that powers the iPhone 
15 lineup to prevent the 
devices from becoming 
uncomfortably hot and is 
working with apps that are 
running in ways "causing 
them to overload the sys- 
tem." 
Instagram, owned by Meta 
Platforms, modified its so- 
cial media app earlier this 
week to prevent it from 
heating up the device on 
the latest iPhone operating 
system. 
Uber and other apps such 
as the video game Asphalt 
9 are still in the process of 
rolling out their updates, 
Apple said. It didn't specify 
a timeline for when its own 
software fix would be is- 
sued but said no safety is- 
sues should prevent iPhone 
15 owners from using their 
devices while awaiting the 
update. 
"We 
have 
identified 
a 
few conditions which can 
cause iPhone to run warm- 
er than expected," Apple 
in a short statement pro- 
vided to The Associated 
Press after media reports 
detailed overheating com- 
plaints that are peppering 
online message boards. 
The Wall Street Journal am- 
plified the worries in a sto- 
ry citing the overheating 
problem in its own testing 
of the new iPhones, which 
went on sale a week ago. 
It's not unusual for new 
iPhones to get uncomfort- 
ably warm during the first 
few days of use or when 
they are being restored 
with backup information 
stored in the cloud — issues 
that Apple already flags 
for users. The devices also 
can get hot when using 
apps such as video games 
and 
augmented 
reality 


technology that require a 
lot of processing power, 
but the heating issues with 
the iPhone 15 models have 
gone beyond those typical 
situations. 
In its acknowledgement, 
Apple stressed that the 
trouble 
isn't 
related 
to 
the sleek titanium casing 
that houses the high-end 
iPhone 15 Pro and iPhone 
15 Pro Max instead of the 
stainless steel used on older 
smartphones. 


Apple also dismissed spec- 
ulation that the overheat- 
ing problem in the new 
models might be tied to 
a shift from its proprietary 
Lightning charging cable 
to the more widely used 
USB-C port that allowed it 
to comply with a mandate 
issued by European regula- 
tors. 
Although Apple expressed 
confidence that the over- 
heating issue can be quick- 
ly fixed with the upcom- 


ing software updates, the 
problem still could damp- 
en sales of its marquee 
product at time when the 
company has faced three 
consecutive 
quarters 
of 
year-over-year declines in 
overall sales. 
The downturn has affected 
iPhone sales, which fell by 
a combined 4% in the nine 
months covered by Ap- 
ple's past three fiscal quar- 
ters compared with a year 
earlier. 
Apple is trying to pump up 
its sales in part by raising 
the starting price for its top- 
of-the-line iPhone 15 Pro 
Max to $1,200, an increase 
of $100, or 9%, from last 
year's comparable model. 
Investor worries about Ap- 
ple's uncharacteristic sales 
funk already have wiped 
out more than $300 billion 
in shareholder wealth since 
the company's market val- 
ue closed at $3 trillion for 
the first time in late June.q

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Ryder Cup in Rome stays right at home for the Europeans

GUIDONIA 
MONTECELIO, 
Italy (AP) — The best col- 
lection of players at Marco 
Simone had flags from their 
eight 
countries 
draped 
around their shoulders as 
they took turns clutching 
and thrusting the gold Ry- 
der Cup, the very trophy 
that turns them into one 
nation, one team, with one 
purpose. 
The celebration was famil- 
iar on European soil, and so 
was the winner of the Ryder 
Cup. Team Europe, embar- 
rassed two years at Whis- 
tling Straits when it suffered 
its worst loss to the Ameri- 
cans, got their payback 
Sunday, along with that 17- 
inch trophy. 
"Not many people gave us 
a chance, I don't think, es- 
pecially two years ago," Eu- 
ropean captain Luke Don- 
ald said. "Well, we proved 
them wrong." 
Europe now has seven 
straight wins at home dat- 
ing to 1993. 
This one wasn't even partic- 
ularly close, from the open- 
ing session Friday, which Eu- 
rope swept for the first time 
in history, to the Sunday sin- 
gles that led to a 16 1/2-11 
1/2 victory. 
Rory McIlroy, in tears two 
years ago after his shabby 
performance, was among 
Europe's top players who 
quickly doused any Ameri- 
can dreams of a rally. He 
beat Sam Burns to go 4-1 
for the week, the first time 
he was Europe's top scorer 
in his seventh appearance. 
"I was so disappointed af- 
ter Whistling Straits — we all 
were," McIlroy said. "And 
we wanted to come here 
to Rome and redeem our- 
selves." 
Jon Rahm, Viktor Hovland 
and 
Tyrrell 
Hatton 
also 
picked up key points early 
in the singles lineup, leav- 
ing Europe needing only 
a half-point to reaching 
the winning total. Tommy 
Fleetwood delivered the 
clincher, hitting a signature 
shot on the signature hole 
at Marco Simone — a drive 
to 25 feet on the reachable 
16th against Rickie Fowler. 
Fowler, now with a 1-8-5 
road record in the Ryder 
Cup, hit into the water and 


wound up conceding the 
birdie to Fleetwood, who 
raised both arms to the 
loudest cheer of the week. 
"I really didn't want to come 
down to one of us at the 
back," said Fleetwood, in 
the 11th spot in the lineup. 
"Just so happened to play 
a part — it was a bit bigger 
than I thought I was going 
to have when we saw the 
draw. But just so proud of 
being part of this team." 
The Americans were confi- 
dent, mainly based on their 
19-9 victory in Wisconsin 
two years ago, that they 
finally would win on Euro- 
pean soil for the first time in 
30 years. 
Now make it 34 years. Their 
next chance is 2027 at 
Adare Manor in Ireland. 
"I think the European team 
played some phenomenal 
golf. I think it really is quite 
that simple," U.S. captain 
Zach 
Johnson 
said, 
his 
voice choking to the point 
that it was hard for him 
to complete a sentence. 
"Team USA will be better for 
it. We'll figure it out." 
Johnson is sure to face scru- 
tiny for his six picks, leading 
to perceptions they were 
as much about friendships 
as good form. The six picks 
combined to go 4-12-4 for 
the week. Whether it would 
have mattered is hard to 
tell. 
Europe 
has 
the 
magic 
touch in these matches. 


"This is our time to shine, not 
because this is our stage. 
We are just taking care of 
it because of the amazing 
role models that we've had 
before us that have shown 
us how to do it," said Justin 
Rose, at 43 the oldest play- 
er in the Ryder Cup. 
"A good pairing on the 
European 
team 
doesn't 
mean playing with your 
best mate," he said. "It 
means representing some- 
thing bigger than yourself. 
And I feel like that's for me 
what being a European Ry- 
der Cup player is all about." 
Whatever hopes the Ameri- 
cans had Sunday didn't last 
long. 
They needed to win the 
last five matches still on 
the course. Matt Fitzpat- 
rick of England was in po- 
sition to win the 18th hole 
for the clinching half-point 
with Max Homa buried in 
gnarly rough above the 
bunker. Homa, on the ad- 
vice of caddie Joe Greiner, 
boldly took a penalty drop, 
chipped to 7 feet and 
made the par for the full 
point. 
Homa was a rare bright 
spot for the U.S. team, going 
3-1-1 in his Ryder Cup de- 
but. The mettle came from 
Patrick Cantlay, whose hat 
led to the only real drama 
at Marco Simone, and led 
to more anger than McIlroy 
has experienced in these 
tense matches. 


Cantlay was the only player 
not wearing a USA cap (he 
says it didn't fit right) but an 
unsubstantiated Sky Sports 
report Saturday morning 
said it was to protest not 
getting paid. Cantlay re- 
ferred to the report as "out- 
right lies." 
But the Europeans fans 
picked up on it and heckled 
him endlessly, waving their 
caps at him at every turn. 
Cantlay 
never 
flinched, 
making three straight bird- 
ies to win a fourballs match. 
McIlroy still had a putt to tie, 
and he was furious when 
he felt Cantlay's caddie, 
Joe LaCava, celebrated 
for too long and too close 
to the action, even when 
asked to move. McIlroy 
was seen that night being 
held back as he described 
the behavior as "(expletive) 
disgraceful." 
"I was probably the angri- 
est I have ever been in my 
career," McIlroy said. "I said 
to the U.S. guys I thought it 
was disgraceful what went 
on. I made that clear. I 
needed to calm myself 
down because I could 
have let it bring me down 
the wrong path." McIlroy 
said he has texted LaCa- 
va, who previously worked 
for Tiger Woods, and they 
would move on from that. 
Europe went into the sin- 
gles session knowing no 
team had ever come back 
from a five-point deficit on 


Sunday. 
The 
Americans 
made them sweat, but only 
briefly. 
Rahm won the 18th hole to 
earn a half-point against 
Scottie Scheffler. Hatton 
completed an unbeaten 
week by beating British 
Open champion Brian Har- 
man. Hovland put the first 
blue point on the board in 
a win over Collin Morikawa. 
All Europe needed was 
one more halve, and Fleet- 
wood assured that with a 
2-up lead with two holes to 
play against Fowler. 
The only mood that mat- 
tered was pure joy, with 
Europeans leaping into the 
water to celebrate a win 
they badly needed. 
The Americans still lead the 
overall series in the Ryder 
Cup dating to 1927. But 
since Europe joined the 
party in 1979 — the modern 
era — Europe now has a 
12-9-1 advantage. 
Next up is Bethpage Black 
on Long Island in New York, 
renowned 
for 
its 
harsh 
fans even before the flags 
of two continents are in- 
volved. McIlroy led a cho- 
rus of European players al- 
ready hopeful Donald will 
return as captain. 
"I think one of the big- 
gest 
accomplishments 
in golf right now is win- 
ning an away Ryder Cup," 
McIlroy said. "And that's 
what we're going to do at 
Bethpage."q

TALLADEGA, Ala. (AP) — 
In a battle of Ford driv- 
ers in which the blue oval 
was determined to find its 
way to victory lane, Ryan 
Blaney held off Kevin Har- 
vick at the Talladega Su- 
perspeedway finish line as 
Blaney advanced into the 
round of eight of NASCAR's 
playoffs. 
Harvick, who is retiring at 
the end of the year, re- 
mained winless on the sea- 
son. 
Blaney used a crossover 
move from the outside 
lane to the inside to nudge 
ahead of Harvick with two 
laps remaining. Blaney in 
his Ford for Team Penske 
and Harvick in a Ford for 
Stewart-Haas Racing fin- 
ished essentially in a drag 
race with both drivers re- 
fusing to lift as a crash 
broke out behind them. 
"I've won it by more than 
I have the last couple 
years. That one might have 
been by 4 feet, the oth- 
ers were by 2 but you just 
don't know," said Blaney, 
a three-time winner at Tal- 
ladega. "You just kind of 
drag race a line and hope 
you get help." 
Blaney joined William Byron 
as the two drivers locked 
into the round of eight. The 
field of 12 will be pared 
next Sunday to eight fol- 
lowing the race on The 
Roval at Charlotte Motor 
Speedway. 
Blaney boss Roger Penske 
praised the strategy of the 
Ford camp to work togeth- 
er to ensure a Ford vic- 
tory as the Chevrolets from 
Hendrick Motorsports were 
making a quick challenge. 
"For Harvick, who it was 
his last race here, work- 
ing like he did with Ryan, it 
was amazing to see that," 
said Penske. "The Hendrick 
freight train was coming 
and we all stayed togeth- 
er, that was the call that 
Ford had earlier in the day 
when we talked. It was just 
perfect execution." 
Ford has won 10 playoff 
races at Talladega, most 
at any track, and Team 
Penske has won 10 of the 
last 18 races at the 2.66- 


mile Alabama oval. 
Blaney, winner of the Co- 
ca-Cola 600 at Charlotte in 
May, now has multiple wins 
in a season for the second 
time in his career. But he's 
got a lopsided stat this sea- 
son in that he has only five 
top-five finishes, but two 
wins. 
"It was a pretty wild restart, 
let alone the last couple 
of laps, losing momentum 
and getting it back, just 
getting clear to the bottom 
to get to the front row and 
drag race it out with Kevin," 
said Blaney. "To win here 
three times at Talladega is 
super cool." 
Harvick finished second as 
his winless streak stretched 
to 43 races dating back to 


last season. He joked the 
fans might have torn the 
Talladega 
grandstands 
down if he'd won but set- 
tled for just not crashing. 
"That would have been 
great. Talladega has been 
so up-and-down through 
the years," Harvick said. 
"We've had some great 
moments and some bad 
moments. The last super- 
speedway race and we 
went out with everything 
rolling, so that's a good 
thing." 
Hamlin led three laps during 
the second stage but was 
flagged for speeding on pit 
road — a troubling habit of 
the three-time Daytona 500 
winner considered the best 
driver to never win a Cup 


championship — and the 
penalty contributed to him 
falling a lap off the pace. It 
took him most of the race 


to earn his position back 
on the lead lap and then 
drove through the field to 
secure his finish.q
